ROMAN CATHOLIC ACTION IN COLOMBIA—“During 
September the Roman Catholic Church succeeded in clos- 
; ing all the open territories of Colombia to all preaching 
# and teaching of the gospel. This includes all of the 
: areas in the Amazon Valley where a majority of the 
Indian tribes live. The Capuchin monks have an exclusive 

ht to evangelize this territory. All mission stations and 


“Another step to throttle the gospel has been taken by 
ordering the schools in the State of Boyaca, Colombia, to 
take their entire student body to mass once a week. This 


_Would include all day schools and Bible schools or insti- 


tutes. Advice received from Colombia would indicate that 
this order will eventually be made effective in all states 
(the Chilean Congress has just voted that Roman Catholic 
mass is to be taught in all Chilean schools). 

“In Pastro, Narino, Colombia, on Monday, September 11, 
a young gospel worker by the name of Juan Arias accepted 
the invitation of two young men to go to a home where 
they told him others wanted to hear the gospel. They took 
him out on a deserted road, got him into a ditch, tied his 
hands and feet, and emasculated him. Then they fled, 
leaving him to die in the ditch. He recovered conscious- 
ness, clothed himself, and walked three-fifths of a mile to 
the town and the missionary’s home. There he received 
immediate medical attention and now will live. His great- 
est desire is to win his attackers to Christ. 


“When a fanatical Catholic mob goes on a rampage, the 
heartless brutality is shown in a letter from a well au- 
thenticated source from the Department of Gali in Colom- 
bia, South America. We quote from the report. ‘Some of 
our members have been massacred. I think I wrote you of 
one family out in Buga where the husband was shot in the 
back when he was leaving town, and robbed. His son was 
wounded. Shortly afterward the mob attacked his house 
and, after killing his wife and a peon, they cut them in 
four pieces each, and then, throwing gasoline on them, 
burned them, together with the house. Another case which 
is well known is that of a Sr. Velasquez whose two broth- 
ers were killed; his wife soon to become a mother was 
cut open and the child taken out and cut to pieces. His 
daughter was violated. He escaped in some way but the 
latest word is that he has been captured. Cases are well 
known where the same treatment has been given to the 
women; others have had their breasts cut off, and men 
—. been hacked to pieces and made to drink their own 

ood.’ 


“Thus, the Roman Catholic program marches on in 
Latin America, by law and violence to try to retain a peo- 
ple within its grasp. How we need to pray for our brethren 
who are going through this persecution, suffering sorrow, 
and death in these days.” 
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EVANGELISM IN HAWAII—Dr. Clyde W. Taylor, re- 
porting on his trip to Hawaai, from Tokyo, Japan, says: 
“The Islands offer an unusual challenge to evangelism. 
There are at least 200,000 Buddhists, not more than 40% of 
whom have heard the gospel. The large numbers of mixed 
oriental races have many thousands of young people who 
are leaving their traditional religious beliefs and must be 
reached with the gospel now. In a majority of the new 
churches, up to 75% of the congregations are composed of 
young people under thirty years of age. United Evangelical 
effort in the Islands will help meet the tremendous chal- 
lenge at this hour. 

RELIEF FOR KOREA—Many organizations are trying to 
gain publicity by sponsoring drives for relief for Korea. The 
relief situation is in a wild stage at the present time, and 
evangelicals are warned to watch out for a recurrence of 
the same tricks that were used after the last war. 

Pathetic appeals have come from Christians in Korea for 
clothing before winter. As Christ’s own, we are anxious 
to help immediately. The World Relief Commission of NAE 
and the Washington office have been working on the 
problem of sending aid to Korea “on an evangelical basis.” 
The answer is that this is impossible at the present time. 
Free cargo space on Army transports has been promised 
but is not available. Anything sent to Korea stands the 
danger of falling into the wrong hands, either through 
the Government or black-market operators. 

More appeals will come as the work of reconstruction 
and relief grows. Evangelicals are assured that when the 
time comes that relief can be placed in the hands of Chris- 
tians in Korea to be used with a witness for Christ, their 
goods will have space “on the first boat.” Requests for 
information and offers for help will be handled by the 
World Relief Commission, Frank D. Lombar, Executive 
Director, 536 West 46th Street, New York 17, N. Y. 

NEWS ABOUT KOREA—MYr. Kilbourne of the Oriental 
Missionary Society in Japan has sent news that the Gov- 
ernment is giving permission for ten missionaries to enter 
Korea from Japan. He says, “They hope to be off soon,

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Holy Ghost Revival in Utilla 


On May 15, Mrs. McCullough and I 
returned from a few weeks’ stay in 
Guatemala and Salvador, where we 
had been learning more of the prac- 
tical uses of Spanish. We looked for- 
ward with expectation, and with some 
trepidation, upon our return. Things 
had not progressed so well in our 
absence, and it appeared that our 
school opening was going to be hin- 
dered. The people were experiencing 
real difficulty in providing the es- 
sentials of daily living, not to speak 
of the purchase of books and pay- 
ment of tuition. Of course, the devil 
had busied himself, telling the people 
they had no need to buy anything, that 
the church was fully supporting this 
school. In truth, a dissatisfaction and 
demoralized situation had taken hold 
of the church and school project. 


At our bedside that night God spoke 
to me and assured me of spiritual 
and material victory. I told Mrs. 
McCullough, who was weeping at my 
side, what I had experienced, and her 
faith took hold of the promises of God. 
After thanking and praising God for 
future victories, we slept. : 

On Saturday night a town meeting 
was called; here God gave us the 
reward of our faith, and it was de- 
termined that school would open on 
June 12. We were much encouraged 
by the response of the parents who 
wanted to send their children to the 
school. 

As if to defeat us in our efforts 
and faith, the pastor requested leave 
of the church for two months. (At this 
time, five months later, he has not 
returned.) Now the entire load was 
upon my wife and me. God, though, 
had not forsaken us, and after preach- 
ing on Sunday night the Holy Spirit 
requested me to hold a week of meet- 
ings, which would be devoted to 
studies on the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost, concert prayer, speaking in 
tongues, and divine healing. In obedi- 
ence to this guidance, the meetings 
were wonderfully successful. On Sun- 
day the day was devoted to prayer for 
an outpouring of the Holy Ghost in 
Utilla. Here I should say, also, that 
many people in Guatemala and Sal- 
vador were also praying for this out- 
pouring to come upon us. 

Late in the following week Mrs. 
Margaret Gerg arrived, and on Sun- 
day night the campaign opened. It 
was evident from the start that many 
hungry hearts were going to be blessed. 
There were services that continued by 
lantern light until far into the night. 
Also, the persecution was beginning to 
mount. One young lady, an ardent 
church worker, was seeking sanctifi- 
cation and the Holy Ghost when she 
was rudely ushered from the building 
and forbidden to pray there again. 
Though she seldom attends, she sits 
with aching heart and longing eyes 
for the joy that might have been hers. 
Rumors of the use of magic and hyp- 
notism spread. Efforts were being 
made to stop the meetings. - 

July 18 will long be remembered as 
the night God graciously poured out 
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His blessings and ‘the Holy. Ghost 
came in power and demonstration as 
at Pentecost. The writer was un- 
speakably happy as he witnessed Mrs. 
Emma Waterhouse, the first to re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost in Honduras, 
shouting, dancing, and ‘speaking in 
other tongues as the Spirit gave the 
utterance. The Holy Ghost had come! 
It was actually present! Praise God 
forever! His promises had been kept. 


In the weeks that followed, not less 
than twelve persons were filled with 
this wonderful experience. One boy 
was baptized while in his dory. He let 
it drift on the reef and was there 
praising God and shouting when an- 
other dory came along, tied a rope to 
the boat, and brought the boy home, 
still under the immense influence of 
the Spirit. The men told the parents 
of the boy that they had found him 
adrift on the reef, and that he had 
gone crazy. Severe persecutions arose. 
Some people were so angry for “such 
carryings on” that they raved in the 
street, incited violence, and nearly 
caused some of us to be killed by 
the fanatical anger of the boy friend 
of one of the newly baptized believers. 
His intentions were to shoct us, in- 
cluding his girl friend, saving a bullet 
for himself. Here again the promises 
of God held firmly. After weeks of 
continuous persecution, God has 
somewhat put the enemy to flight, and 
many of the severest critics have been 
converted and testify publicly in 
church. In three months we have seen 
about 100 persons bow low at the altar 
and weep over their sins. During the 
month of October, 20 were baptized 
and 16 united with the church. Reg- 
ular services are visited by great waves 


and women under deep conviction. 
Those most active in these weeks of 
revival have been Mrs. Gerg, Rev. 
Marcos Alhadeff, and Rev. Joshue 
Rubio. For the services of each 
these we give thanks to God and fe 
sure they will see the reward of their 
labor in heaven. 

All of our visiting preachers are 
now gone. Mrs. Gerg is on her way 
back to the States as I write this; 
Brother Marcos is in Costa Rica; and 
Brother Rubio is establishing a bridge- 
head against the devil in Tegucigalp 
the capital. Again the load of scho 
and church is upon us. The dev 
is striking through a new strategy to 
disrupt the Lord’s work and close the 
church. A debt of about $400 is largely 
responsible for this. This beautiful 
church and school, worth not less than 
$6,000, is likely to be lost. The deeds, 
school decreto, and other important 
church papers are held by the desert- 
ing pastor. Already unsuccessful de- 
mands have been made to foreclose, 
but we are believing Almighty God for 
deliverance. I sincerely ask all who 
read this to pray earnestly that God 
will make a way. 

I invite all saints to pray also 
that our month old baby will be 
kept in health. There is only week- 
ly contact with the mainland, and 
in the event of bad weather there is 
only one boat here that is dependable 
for emergencies. No doctors or nurses 
are available. Sometimes the boats 
cannot even leave here for weeks. It 
is often very trying on one’s faith and 
patience, but we have found our 
Christ a Friend that sticketh clos 
than a brother. 

Honduras offers great opportunities 
for the full gospel. I am certain that 
from our school and church will go 
forth a number of young people who 
will see many souls, now in darkness, 
born into the kingdom of God.—O’Neil 
McCullough.

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In the summer of 1948, I held the job 
of projectionist for the Blank Theater 
in Linden, Alabama. It was a very nice 
job, I thought; I was drawing good 
pay, and, also, I had the distinction 
of being one of the very few people 
in town who could operate a thirty- 
five milimeter movie projector. The 
only big disadvantage I could see was 
that I had to work seven nights a 
week. 

My mother was very much opposed 
to my working at the theater, especial- 
ly my working on Sunday. So opposed 
was she that it soon became evident 
if I continued to live in the same 
house with her I would necessarily 
have to find a relief operator for Sun- 
day. Secretly, I was glad of my 
mother’s intervention, not because I 
had any scruples concerning the Sab- 
bath, but because I wanted to be free 
one night in the week. 

The manager of the theater, because 
he had no other choice, agreed to hire 
a relief operator for Sunday matinee 
and night. Thus it was that Saturday 
night, August 31, 1948, I closed the pro- 
jection booth with full expectation of 
returning Monday night. I was very 
much relieved to know that for the 
first time in two months I was going 
to escape for one night the noisy grind 
of those machines and the stench of 
the- perspiring bodies of the negroes 

- who occupied the balcony outside the 
booth. I wished myself that I might 
never see the inside of a theater again. 


The next night I prepared myself to 
endure the first service of a reviva! 
that was beginning at the Linden 
Church of God. It was my first time 
ever to hear a woman preach; there 
were no women preachers in the 
Methodist Church. It was on that 
night that I prayed through to a 
mountain-top experience with God. 
When I would ordinarily have been 
tending a movie projector, I knelt at 
the altar and was saved. The next day 
I quit my job without notice. 

This was the first sermon I had ever 
heard preached from the pulpit of a 
holiness church; therefore, I knew 
nothing about sanctification and the 

@> baptism of the Holy Ghost. Dorothy 
Hillman, a visiting evangelist, was the

of the two works of grace. The follow- 
ing two nights I received the gifts of 
sanctification and the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost respectively. 

I then began to think seriously about 
trying to retain my Christian experi- 
ence when there were only two other 
Christian young people in the high 
school that I was to enter the next 
September.. These other young people 
had grown up in the Church of God 
and now they were firmly rooted. They 
weren’t expected to participate in 
dances, classroom cheating, and wild 
parties, because they had never done 
so. For them there were relatively few 
changes to be made; for me there 
would be nothing but changes, expla- 
nations, refusals, and eventual isola- 
tion from the holiness-hating people 
that I had disappointed. Then, for 
the second time in my life, I heard 
the name “Lee College.” 

It was Sister Hillman who suggest- 
ed Lee College and its Christian en- 
vironment. So much did I feel the 
need of help during my Christian in- 
fancy that I gladly dug into my small 
bank account to attend Lee College 
for one term. 

The rest of August was spent in the 
preparation for and the anticipation 
of those nine months at Lee College. 
Letters traveled back and forth from 
Linden to Cleveland as the office of 
the registrar granted my requests for 
information, catalogs, and appjica- 
tion blanks. Finally, less than a week 
before I was to leave home, I received 
my acceptance card. 

The Saturday night preceding regi- 
stration, I stepped from the Grey- 
hound bus into a fine but steady rain 
which, I later learned, was character- 
istic of Cleveland weather. Ten min- 
utes later I lifted my suitcase from the 
taxi parked in front of the boys’ dor- 
mitory. Five minutes after that I had 
been assigned a room by Brother Hurst 
and had unpacked my suitcase which 
contained only my bedclothes and an- 
other suit. 

A few minutes later, as I lay on the 
unyielding springs of the lower bunk 
of a “double-decker,” I realized home- 
sickness for the first time in my life. 
Was it a waste of time and money to 
come here for a high-school educa- 
tion that I could get at home? Was I 


in the will of the Lord? As I lay there 
wondering what to do, I heard a quar- 
tet from one of the near-by rooms 
singing, “Let us have a little talk with 
Jesus.” This I thought, was good ad- 
vice, so I followed it. The next morning 
I called Linden, Alabama, and asked 
that my clothes be sent as soon as 
possible.—Jack Pope, Linden, Alabarna.

Christian Credentials

You will find in the book of Gala- 
tians, 6th chapter, 17th verse, “From 
henceforth let no man trouble me: 
for I bear in my body the marks of 
the Lord Jesus.” 

This afternoon I wish to speak for 
just a few moments on the nee. 
“Christian Credentials.” Who is a 
Christian and what are his distin- 
guishing characteristics or his dis- 
tinguishing marks? My friend, we can- 
not depend on words today to tell us 
who is a Christian, because words 
have gone crazy. Words no longer 
mean what they used to mean. Words 
in no sense mean today what they 
used to mean. You cannot tell today 
whether a person is a Christian or not 
simply by what he says, because many 
aman says, “I am a Christian,” and 
yet by that he does not mean he is 
a full-fledged Christian. He does not 
mean that he is a blood-bought Chris- 
tian. He does not mean that He is 
a Holy-Ghost-filled Christian. He 
simply means that he has an empty 
profession. You remember Jesus said, 
“Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the king- 
dom of heaven, but he that hath done 
the will of my Father which is in 
heaven.” 

Diplomats today do not use words 
to convey what they mean. They use 
words to cover up. Modernism today 
uses the same expressions as does 
fundamentalism, and yet they do not 
mean the same thing. Harry Emerson 
Fosdick, in his book “The Modern 
Youth and the Bible,” declares, “The 
weakness of modernism is that we 
have no terms to explain what we 
mean. We have no definitions. Funda- 
mentalism does have, so shall we use 
the definitions that they have, but 
place our own interpretation upon it.” 
And so today, my friend, in our liber- 
alistic, rationalistic, humanistic col- 
leges we have men teaching the Bible 
who give the same expressions that 
we have in fundamental circles, but 
they do not mean by that, that Jesus 
Christ is the Son of God, the only be- 
gotten Son of God. They simply mean 
that He is a son of God as all men 
are sons of God. They use our expres- 
sions, but they don’t mean the same 
thing that we mean. 

Words today have lost their mean- 
ing. We have to have some other dis- 
tinguishing characteristic other than a 
testimony, other than a_ statement 
that we are Christians. We ask _ 
ple if they are Christians and they 
say, “Why certainly I’m a Christian. 
What do you think I am, a heathen?” 
We ask someone else, “Are you a Chris- 
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tian?” “Why certainly I am. I’m an 
American.” Ask someone else, “Are 
you a Christian?” “I’m a Baptist.” 
“Are you a Christian?” “I’m a Method- 
ist.” “Are you a Christian?” “I’m Open 
Bible.” My friend, such words do not 
actually convey the experience of our 
hearts, and I believe we, as Pentecos- 
tal, blood-bought Christians, need to 
have some distinguishing character- 
istic and some credential we can 
present before men that when they 
see us they will know beyond a shadow 
of a doubt we are Christians, not be- 
cause of what we say, but because of 
what we are! 

Now Paul said here in his letter to 
the Galatians, “I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus.” Anyone can 
claim to be a Christian. I read an 
article of a certain doctor the other 
day, a long article on the front page 
of our paper. This doctor, they claimed, 
was a fake, and yet this doctor, al- 
though he never had graduated from 
any medical school, could speak the 
language of other doctors. He talked 
the same language they did. He be- 
came the head of departments in hos- 
pitals in several towns in the eastern 
part of the United States. He had 
played Dr. Stork to over 500 babies. 
Yet, they found out that he didn’t 
have an authentic degree. He had 
never gone to medical college. He just 
claimed to be a medical doctor, and 
he was a fake. 

A young lady came to our church. 
Oh, what a splendid Christian she 
seemed to be! As she sat in the con- 
gregation, she raised her hands and 
she sang with the congregation. She 
praised the Lord. She could shout, 
“Glory!” She went to the altar. She 
wept her tears. She went to the upper 
room, and there we prayed together. 
It seemed she got as many blessings 
and as great a blessing as anyone 
else. We had a great missionary drive, 
and we filled barrels of food. When 
folks brought food, some _ people 
brought a few bars of soap (during 
the days of depression) and a little 
package of razor blades. She would 
bring a case of soap and a case of 
canned goods. If folks would give 
money, they would give their dollars, 
but she would give twenty, fifty dol- 
lars. Why it was nothing to her, and 
everyone thought, “My, isn’t she a 
wonderful Christian!” Yet, all the 
time she was doing those things, my 
friend, she was living a double life. 
While she was doing those things and 
giving those things, the very things 
she gave, she stole from the commis- 
sary of an army post. Don’t you see? 
She claimed salvation. She looked as 
though she had it, but she didn’t have 
the true earmarks. She didn’t have 
the true credentials of a Christian. 

My friend, there are marks that we 
as Christians need to have. It is not 
enough to say, “Glory!” It is not 


enough to praise the Lord. It is not 
enough to sing the praises. It is not 
enough to get up in a testimony meet- 
ing. It is not enough, my preacher 
friend, to have a credential card in 
your pocket. Every time one fellow in 
our group came around a group of 
preachers and he thought someone 
might question whether he was a 
minister or not, he would slap his back 
pocket and say, “Brother, I’ve got my 
credentials right in there.” He had 
them in his wallet in his back pocket. 
But, my friend, those are not the cre- 
dentials of which I am speaking. Paul 
said, “I bear in my body the marks 
of the Lord Jesus.” 

The first mark I wish to mention 
that we must bear is the mark of the 
covenant. Genesis 17 gives the or- 
dinance of circumcision, which is a 
sign of the righteousness that God 
had imputed to Abraham. God said, 
“Abraham, as a token of this right- 
eousness which you have, which 
is by faith, I want you to have the 
covenant of circumcision.” From that 
moment circumcision became a mark 
of the covenant. May I say to you that 
circumcision today is a mark in the 
flesh of every Christian. If a person 
does not have that mark, then that 
person is not identified with the Lord 
Jesus Christ. You say, “Brother Smith, 
what do you mean? That passed away 
with the law.” I’m speaking of cir- 
cumcision, my friend, as a mark of 
the covenant, as a true mark of a 
Christian believer. What is the true 
meaning of it anyway? As we turn 
over here to Romans, Paul tells us 
what it is. He says he is not a Jew 
which is one outwardly, neither of that 
circumcision which is outward in the 
flesh, but he is a Jew which is one 
inwardly, and circumcision is that of 
the heart, in the Spirit and not of 
the letter, through praises not of men 
but of God. Again Paul tells us, “We 
are the circumcision, which worship 
God in the Spirit, and rejoice in Christ 
Jesus, and have no confidence in the 
flesh.” Again he tells us that it is a 
seal. It shows that we are separate 
from the wickedness of this world, 
and that righteousness is a part of 
our lives. It means then, my friend, 
it is a changed life, a changed heart, 
and a changed spirit. That is what 
it means, and if we do not have those 
characteristics; if we do not have that 
mark in the flesh; if our lives have 
not been changed; if we do not have 
a new heart; if we do not have a 
new spirit, then we are not Christians, 
no matter what we claim. 

First of all, it is a pure heart that 
we have to have. God tells us, “Blessed 
are the pure in heart, for they shall 
see God.” Paul said to Timothy, “Keep 
thyself pure.” That word means this. 
It means to keep yourself physically 
clean, morally blameless, and spirit- 
ually consecrated. It means cleanliness 
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in the full extent of the word. My 
friend, if we are going to have a pure 
heart, we are going to have to have 
a heart that is absolutely cleansed, 
that is morally blameless in the sight 
f God—a heart that is spiritually 
consecrated unto God. 

It means also a_ single heart. 
Blessed are the singlehearted—those 
people who have an eye to God; 
those people whose eyes do not get 
off of Christ onto men nor the 
opinions of men, who are not swerved 
from side to side by what men think, 
but who are held right in the path- 
way, who keep right on the track, 
who keep their wheels in the ruts of 
the road; those people who will not 
be changed by public opinion or what 
others in religious circles think. They 
will keep their eyes on the Lord Jesus 
Christ, as Paul has expressed it, “Look- 
ing unto Jesus, the author and the 
finisher of our faith.” 

It means also that we are to have 
a devoted heart. Jesus gave it to us in 
these words, “Thou shalt love the 
Lord thy God with all thy heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy mind, 
and with all thy strength’—a devoted 
heart. Over in the book of Revelation 
we have the same thing. “Because 
thou hast left thy first love.” It is 
then, my friend, a love that is first of 
all in the Lord Jesus Christ. You say, 
“Oh, I love the Lord Jesus Christ first 
in my life.” I wonder if we do. There 
is a practical test for it for everyone. 
What is the first thing you put in your 
day? Is it the daily paper or is it the 
Word of God? What is the first thing 

ou do in the morning when you get 

p? Do you say, “Good morning, Jesus,” 

or do you go around grumpy until 
ten o’clock in the morning? Where is 
thy first love, my friend? I tell you, 
it is determined by the things that we 
put first in our lives, in our home, in 
our business, in our pleasure. That is 
the thing that determines what our 
first love is and where our first love 
is. 

Oh, yes, we have to have that char- 
acteristic of a pure heart, a heart, my 
friend, that has been circumcised. He 
tells us here it is of the heart and it 
is in the spirit. Over in the 51st Psalm, 
David says, “Create in me a clean 
heart, O God; and renew a right spirit 
within me.” You know there are some 
people that can shout and sing and 
testify, and Paul puts it this way, “can 
speak with the tongues of men and of 
angels,” and yet don’t have the right 
spirit about it at all. Oh, we need to 
have a right spirit— a spirit that 
loves, a spirit that is not weighted 
down. We need to have a right spirit 
toward our brother, a right attitude 
of heart. We have to have a right 
spirit, not a contaminated spirit, but a 
@':, that is holy, a spirit that is 








ure, a spirit that is altogether right. 
nd David again says, “And uphold me 
with thy free spirit.” Brother, you 
couldn’t say we haven’t had a free 
spirit here. I haven’t seen a bound 
spirit in the place. I looked around 
here the other night, and it seemed 
to. me that everybody in the place 
was shouting and praising the Lord 

d having a wonderful time. No 
ound spirit, no quenched spirit, but 
a free spirit, a spirit that is free to 
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praise the Lord. 

The second mark that we bear in 
our body is the mark of suffering. A 
circumcision entails pain. Even so, my 
friend, is there a cross in the Chris- 
tian life, and there is suffering in con- 
nection with every person who ever 
comes to the Lord Jesus Christ. We 
don’t like the thought sometimes of 
a cross being in Christianity, vut it 
is there just the same. Jesus said, “If 
any man will come after me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross, 
and follow me.” There is a cross in 
Christianity. Paul tells us if we suf- 
fer with Him, we shall reign with 
Him. I can get ee happy over the 
idea of reigning with Jesus, and I 
guess everyone else can. When we 
think of heaven and all of its accom- 
panying blessings, we shout and praise 
the Lord. But, so many of us are like 
the people who sing, “Jesus paid it 
all,” with great crescendo, then finally 
fade out on it. We are not willing to

pay a price for what Jesus has done 
for us, but He says there is suffering 
connected with it. Then if we are 
going to reign with Him, we ought to 
suffer with Him. 

The third mark that we have is a 
mark of sacrifice. What do we mean 
by that anyway? Well, in the first 
verse of the 17th chapter, God said 
to Abraham, “Abraham, I want you 
to walk before me, and be thou per- 
fect.” Many times we think of sac- 
rifice simply in terms of suffering. 
That is not necessarily true. The 
sacrifice is the cost to you of 
serving the Lord Jesus Christ, of 
walking before God. What did it 
mean to Abraham to walk  be- 
fore the Lord? It meant this. God 
said, “Abraham, I want you to leave 
your country. I want you to leave your 
kindred. I want you to leave your fa- 
ther’s house.” From that time on, my 
friend, it was a continual sacrifice for 
Abraham. He had to turn his back on 
all those things he had counted dear. 
He had to turn his back on his loved 
ones and go out alone, not looking 


where he went. It cost Abraham some- 
thing to follow God. He had to count 
himself dead, indeed, to this world. 
Paul explained the same thing when 
he said, “What things were gain to 
me, those I counted loss for Christ. 
Yea doubtless, and I count all things 
but loss for the. excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord.” 
My friend, we need to count every- 
thing loss. The things that were gain 
to us we must count loss. Everything 
must be loss for the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and we must do as Paul said: “I be- 
seech you therefore, brethren, by the 
mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, accept- 
able unto God, which is your reason- 
able service.” It has to be the mark 
of sacrifice. We must count nothing 
too dear to follow the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

Now, my friend, we come to the last 
mark and that is the mark of serv- 
ice. It says, “I bear in my body the 
marks of the Lord Jesus’—the mark 
of service. You ask, “Where do you 
find that?” God says, “Abraham, I will 
make thee a father of many nations.” 
How do we get service out of that? 
Brother, you may think you are the 
head of the house, and you may 
think you have dominion over every- 
thing that lives and breathes. You may 
think you reign as a king on a throne, 
but if you have children, you are a 
servant, no matter what you say, and 
you have to serve your children. You 
say, “Well, I’m the pastor.” Brother, 
if you are the pastor, you are the 
servant of all. Service is the next and 
final mark that I’m going to give of 
a Christian. 

Every man knows what I mean when 
I speak of the marks of service. Look 
in the palms of your hands, you fel- 
lows that go out and do a hard day’s 
work with your hands. Those callouses 
on your hands are the marks of service 
—marks that are in the body. Listen, 
ladies, you have your little babies at 
home. You get your hands in the dish- 
water and in the wash water and all 
the rest of it, and you bemoan the 
red hands and all the cracks. In spite 
of Ivory soap and all the rest of the 
stuff, you still have rough hands. 
Those are hands of service. What about 
that lady who serves those who are 
sick? Those soft hands, that seem so 
tender. That is the mark of service. 
The mark of service has to be in the 
life of a Christian, or we don’t bear 
in our body the marks of the Lord 
Jesus. Yes, we may have to have it 
there. May I say to you that this is a 
symbol of the Christian life. 

Jesus, one evening, after He had 
finished speaking to His disciples, just 
before He went out into Gethsemane’s 
garden, took a towel and girded Him- 
self, and took a basin of water and 
began to wash His disciples’ feet. You 
remember the story. Peter said, “Not 
my feet, Lord. You'll never wash my 
feet.” Jesus said, “Peter, if I do not 
wash your feet, then you have no part 
with me.” Peter said, “Oh, Lord, not 
my feet only, but my head. Wash me 
all over, Lord. Just wash me all over.” 
Jesus went from one to the other, 
and He washed their feet. He said, 
“T’ve done it to you. You ought to do

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The Great Love of Christ and His Church

“A garden inclosed is my sister, my 
spouse; a spring shut up, a fountain 
sealed. Thy plants are an orchard of 
pomegranates, with pleasant fruits; 
camphire, with spikenard, spikenard 
and saffron; calamus and cinnamon, 
with all trees of frankincense; myrrh 
and aloes, with all the chief spices: 
a fountain of gardens, a well of living 
waters, and streams from Lebanon,” 
Solomon’s Song 4:12-15. 

In these verses Solomon has given 
a beautiful description of Christ’s love 
for His Church. First, she is called a 
sister and a spouse. A spouse is a 
married person. Surely every person 
who believes on Christ is espoused to 
Him. While Christ was praying to the 


Father He said, “Neither pray I for 


these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their 
word; that they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and I in thee, 
that they also may be one in us: that 
the world may believe that thou hast 
sent me. And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given-them; that 
they may be one, even as we are one: 
I in them, and thou in me, that they 
may be made perfect in one; and 
that the world may know that thou 
hast sent me, and hast loved them, as 
thou hast loved me,” John 17:20-23. 
Then Paul states in 1 Cor. 6:19, 20, 
“What! know ye not that your body 
is the temple of the Holy Ghost which 
is in you, which ye have of God, and 
ye are not your own? For ye are 
bought with a price: therefore glorify 
God in your body, and in your spirit, 
which are God’s.” 

The bride is described as a garden 
inclosed. Gardens in the East, as the 
Hebrew word indicates, are inclosures, 
on the outskirts of towns, planted with 
various trees and shrubs. They are 
encompassed with a high wall for pro- 
tection. In the garden the owner 
plants the most aromatic and finest 
kinds of plants and trees. The pome- 
granates are very choice fruit trees. 
Camphor is obtained from camphire, 
costly perfumed ointment from spike- 
nard and aloes, rattan canes and 
feather quills from the calamus, and 
dye from the saffron. 

As the garden belongs to the owner, 
so.is Christ the Head of the Church. 
It is His own and He even purchased 
it with His precious blood. “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all 
the flock, over the which the Holy 
Ghost hath made you overseers, to 
feed the church of God, which he 
hath purchased with his own blood,” 
Acts 20:28. As the plants and trees 
have been planted in the garden by 
the owner, so has Christ put members 
in His Church. “Now ye are the body 
of Christ, and members in particular. 
And God hath set some in the church, 
{that bear His name, ‘Church of the 
a God’], first apostles, secondarily 
prophets, thirdly. teachers, after that 
miracles, then gifts of healings, helps, 
governments, diversities of tongues,” 
1 Cor. 12:27, 28. The members in 
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Christ’s Church are chosen and pre- 
cious. 1 Peter 2:9, “But ye are a chosen 
generation, a royal priesthood, a holy 
nation, a peculiar people; that ye 
should shew forth the praises of him 
who hath called you out of darkness 
into his marvellous light.” 

Now we see some more character- 
istics of the church. Sol. 4:15, “A 
fountain of gardens, a well of liv- 
ing waters, and streams from Leb- 
anon.” The fountain is remarkable for 
its abundance and beauty. Christ is 
our Fountain of life. In John 11:25, 
26 He said, “I am the resurrection, and 
the life: he that believeth in me, 
though he were dead, yet shall he live: 
and whosoever. liveth and believeth 
in me shall never die.” To everyone 
that believeth on Him, He is streams 
of living water. He said, “If any man 
thirst, let him come unto me, and 
drink. He that believeth on me, as 
the scripture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of living water.” 
To the Samaritan woman He said, 
“Whosoever drinketh of the water that 
I shall give him shall never thirst; 
but the water that I shall give him 
shall be in him a well of water spring- 
ing up into everlasting life.” 

Next are the streams from Lebanon. 
We often think of the beautiful 
Lebanon mountain range of Pales- 
tine which is the northern bor- 
der of the land of Israel. The 


large streams flow down the 
mountain side and into the Jordan 
River, thus making the land very 
fertile. As they come rushing down the 
mountain, rocks and other obstacles 
may get in their paths, but they don’t 
stop flowing. They keep rushing on 
and on to fulfill-their purpose. That’s 
the way God’s people are doing to- 
day, going forth by the great power 
of God all over the world. This is a 
living God, a living stream, a living 
church, and it’s growing more each 
day. To this great church, Christ said, 
“Ye shall receive power, after that the 
Holy Ghost is come upon you: and 
ye shall be witnesses unto me both in 
Jerusalem and in Judea, and in Sa- 
maria and unto the uttermost part 
of the earth.” 


When Moses sent Joshua, Caleb and 
the spies into the fertile land of 
Canaan, they came back with wonder- 
ful fruit—grapes, pomegranates, and 
figs. Wherever the streams of living 
waters of Christ are flowing you see 
an abundance of wonderful fruit. 
“For the fruit of the Spirit is love, 
joy, peace, longsuffering, gentleness, 
goodness, faith, meekness, and tem- 
perance.” 

In Sol. 4:16, we see the invitation of 
the Master to visit His garden. 
“Awake, O north wind; and come, 
thou south; blow upon my garden, 
that the spices thereof may flow out. 
Let my beloved come into his gar- 
den, and eat his pleasant fruits.” 
Christ is surely receiving the invita- 
tion to come for His Church, and He 
said He would. As He went away, so 
He will return.

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The N.S.5.4. Convention in Philadelphia

Delegates and visitors from twenty- 
nine states gathered in Philadelphia’s 
Town Hall November 2 through 4 at 
the fifth National Sunday School Con- 
vention. The event was sponsored by 
the National Sunday School Associa- 
tion, the Evangelical Teacher Train- 
ing Association, and the Philadelphia 
Area Sunday School Association. 

Some 40 evangelical Sunday School 
leaders had part in the three-day pro- 
gram which emphasized the theme 
“Revival Now Through the Sunday 
School.” Public sessions were held 
mornings, afternoons, and evenings, 
in addition to the eleven depart- 
mental conferences and twelve work- 
shop groups. 

Observers indicated that the meet- 
ings were marked by a deep sense of 
spiritual unity, although more than 
~ ‘gia denominations were represent- 
ed. 

Most significant was the fact that 
attendance was made up largely by 
denominational and interdenomina- 
tional leaders, especially those con- 
cerned with Bible-centered Christian 
education. 

Mayor Bernard Samuel, of Phila- 
delphia, welcomed the delegates to the 
city of brotherly love and declared 
that the world’s current ills could be 
traced to spiritual declension. He 
called for a return to the old-fashion- 
ed Sunday School and homes in which 
family worship is practiced. 

The need of revival through the 
Sunday School was clearly heralded 
in the Thursday evening address of 
Dr. Robert C. McQuilkin, of Columbia, 
South Carolina, president of Columbia 
Bible College. 

“America is awakening to the men- 
ace of communism, but she is blind 
to the deadly menace that is eating 
away at the foundations of our de- 
mocracy,” the speaker continued. 
“The secularism and godlessness that 
is communism’s foundation is our 
No. 1 enemy. The public school sys- 
tem that is pointed to as the glory of 
democracy is more and more turning 
to secularism.” 

“Our founding fathers in establish- 
ing the American doctrine of the sep- 
aration of the church and state never 
intended this to mean separation of 
God and the Bible from the state. We 
are in danger of depending on a new 
religion called Americanism, which 
seeks to stand for all the fruits of de- 
mocracy but turns from the founda- 
oo of that democracy—God and the 

ible. 

“The great need of this hour is re- 
vival,” he stated. “This nation was 
born in revival—one of the fruits of 
the great awakening under Wesley 
and Whitefield. America will be saved 
now by revival, and one of the great- 
est factors in revival will be the Sun- 
day School.” 

Five factors were cited as being in- 
volved in laying the groundwork for 


revival—Bible study, prayer, soul-win-. 


ning, obedience to the Great Com- 
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mission, and victorious Christian liv- 
ing. “These must be fundamental, not 
supplemental,” the speaker said. 


Dr. James DeForest Murch, presi- 
dent of the National Sunday School 
Association and an authority in the 
field of Christian education, also spoke 
on the theme of revival through the 
Sunday School, outlining the various 
steps toward this goal. 

“The Sunday School and the Home” 
was the subject of an address by Dr. 
Archer E. Anderson, minister of the 
First Presbyterian Church, Duluth. 

“Nowhere is revival more sorely 
needed than in the Christian homes of 
America,” Dr. Anderson declared. He 
traced declension to the failure in 
many homes to maintain a family 
altar, the trend away from family 
pews, and the failure of families to 
attend Sunday School together. 

One of the most scholarly messages 
of the convention was delivered by Dr.

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What Price Whitewash ?

Text: Num. 32:23, “But if ye will 
not do so, behold, ye have sinned 
against the Lord, and be sure your 
sin will find you out.” 


Whitewash is made from lime and 
is frequently used by farmers to paint 
the barn or the fence as a substitute 
for paint. It makes the barn look bet- 
ter for the time being, but after be- 
ing on the object for a season, buf- 
feted and beaten by the weather, it 
fades away. At best it is a cheap sub- 
stitute for good paint. Church mem- 
bership is worse than a poor substi- 
tute for the true salvation that Jesus 
purchased with His own blood, yet 
the vast masses of the peoples are 
deceived by priests and ministers that 
deny the power of the blood of our 
Christ, and have whitewashed their 
sins, going on in sin and facing the 
judgment with unrepented sin in 
their lives. 

Micah 7:3, “That they may do evil 
with both hands earnestly, the prince 
asketh, and the judge asketh for a 
reward; and the great man, he ut- 
tereth his mischievous desire: so they 
wrap it up.” Man has ever sought to 
justify himself in the things that he 
enjoys doing, even though he knows 
they are wrong; so he will get himself 
a form of religion, and he has always 
been able to find preachers who were 
preaching not for souls but for filthy 
lucre. Micah 3:11, “The heads thereof 
judge for reward, and the priests 
thereof teach for hire, and the proph- 
ets thereof divine for money: yet will 
they lean upon the Lord, and say, “Is 
not the Lord among us? none evil can 
come upon us.” All the pretense of 
being servants of God will melt as the 
hoar frost when persecution and trials 
come upon them. The sad part will 
come when they are in trouble and 
call on the good Master, and He turns 
a deaf ear unto them (Micah 3:4). 


The story goes of a little colored boy 
who wanted to be white, so he made 
up some whitewash and covered him- 
self from head to toe. Upon meeting 
some white boys, they, noting his 
ludicrous appearance, invited him to 
go swimming with them. He was ex- 
tremely pleased with himself and ac- 
cepted their invitation with alacrity, 
gratified with his apparent success at 
changing his color. At the old swim- 
ming hole the boys quickly divested 
themselves of their clothing and be- 
gan to leap into the water. The little 
colored boy was the last one to get 
into the water, and after diving he 
came up on the other side. The other 
boys laughed at him because all the 
whitewash was left in the water. 

Mark 14:51, “And there followed 
him a certain young.man, having a 
linen cloth cast about his naked body; 
and the young men laid hold on him.” 
Here we have a young man who left 
his linen garment with them in the 
crucial hour. I recall one woman who, 
on a tragic occasion, was weeping 
copiously. She had been greatly dec- 
orated, trying to beautify herself, but 
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the tears had made furrows down her 
extremely red cheeks, washing the 
black mascara through the same, and 
what a comical person she was. 

Let us not be deceived, but let us 


. have the real thing that will stand 


any test that comes upon us. In Matt. 
16:18, we have Jesus telling Peter 
that he was just a man, that the true 
Church of God would be built on the 
solid rock, Christ Jesus, and that the 
gates of hell should not prevail against 
it. It means something to be a true 
member of the Church of God, not 
just a person with his name on the 
book, but a true member with your 
name in the Lamb’s Book of Life; one 
that has obeyed the instructions of the 
almighty Christ and has tarried for 
the power that was promised to those 
who were obedient (Acts 1:8). God 
wants us to obey. The tragic fate of 
King Saul should tell you that it is 
folly to disobey God. If the disobedi- 
ence of one that was the chosen of 
God brought him only sorrow and the

What does the Bible have to say 
about hell? 

In the Hebrew, or Old Testament, 
the word “hell” means sheol, or rather 
the translators have used the word 
“sheol” in connection with the word 
“hell.” In the New Testament, or 
Greek translation, the word “hell” 
means gehenna. It would apply to a 
place of burning or retribution for the 
wicked. Webster’s Dictionary gives the 
definition of “hell” as a place of pun- 
ishment. Let us see what the Bible has 
to say about hell. 

Hell was created for the devil and 
his angels, or rather angels that 
formed an alliance with Lucifer (the 
devil). See Isaiah 14:12-17. Let us read 
the following verses: “And there was 
war in heaven: Michael and his angels 
fought against the dragon; and the 
dragon (the devil) fought and his 
angels, and prevailed not; neither was 
there place found any more in heaven. 
And the great dragon was cast out... 
and Satan, which deceiveth the whole 
world; he was cast out into the earth, 
and his angels were cast with him. 
And I heard a loud voice saying in 
heaven, Now is come salvation, and 
strength, and the kingdom of our God, 
and the power of his Christ: for the 
accuser of our brethren is cast down, 
which accused them before our God 
day and night. . . . Woe to the in- 
habiters of the earth and sea; for the 
devil is come down unto you, having 

reat wrath, because he knoweth that 

e hath but a short time,” Revela- 
tion 12:7-12. 

We see from the scriptures above 


that hell was created for the devil and 
his angels, and at the same time it 
was designated as the place of pun- 
ishment for sinners and all who dis- 
obey the laws of God. 

You might ask, “Where is hell?” It 
is somewhere beneath us. Let us read 
this: “Hell from beneath is moved to 
meet thee at thy coming,” Isaiah 
14:9a. See Ezekiel 31:17. Some seem to 
think hell is the grave. This is a mis- 
taken idea, for you can measure the 
grave, but hell you cannot. To prove 
this verse: “Therefore hell hath en- 
larged herself, and opened her mouth 
without measure: and their glory, and 
their multitude, and their pomp (or 
ceremonial display), and he that re- 
i shall descend (or go down) in- 
oO i Pi ° 

Dear reader, if you die without God, 
the devil will get your soul before the 
undertaker gets your body. Read Luke 
23:39-43. The thief on the cross was 
ushered into the presence of God the 
same day he believed, for Jesus said 
unto him, “Today shalt thou be with 
me in paradise.” Whereas, the other 
thief, who rejected Christ, went to hell 
the same day he died. You will notice 
in Luke 16:22, it was said of the beg- 
gar that he was carried by the angels 
into Abraham’s bosom, or paradise. If 
the heavenly angels carried Lazarus’ 
soul into heaven, then the devil’s 
angels carried the rich man’s soul 
down into hell. For more information 
about hell, read the scriptures below:
